A  new  course  offered  in  our  curriculum  this  year 
was  journalism.  This  course  instructed  students  in 
journalism  and  the  publication  of  a  newspaper.

There  are  three  stages 
of  learning  in  journalism:  first,  a  brief  explanation 
of  a  topic;  second,  an  understanding  and  retention 
through  immediate  directed  practice;  and  finally, 
application  of  the  learned  topic  to  actual  news- 
paper production.
